INFORMATION 

The United States Attorney charges that: 

COUNT ONE 

On or about April 9, 2005, within the District of Columbia, KEITH POWERS, having been 

convicted of a crime punishable by imprisonment for a term exceeding one year, in Prince George's 

County, Maryland Circuit Court Criminal Case Nos. CT99 1 886C and CT99 1 348X, did unlawfully 

and knowingly receive and possess a firearm, that is, a Smith & Wesson 9mm semi-automatic pistol, 

and did unlawfully and knowingly receive and possess ammunition, that is, 9mm ammunition, which 

had been possessed, shipped and transported in and affecting interstate and foreign commerce. 

(Unlawful Possession of a Firearm and Ammunition by a Person Convicted of Crime 
Punishable by Imprisonment for a Term Exceeding One Year, in violation of Title 18, 
United States Code, Section 922(g)(1)) 
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COUNT TWO 

On or about April 9, 2005, within the District of Columbia, KEITH POWERS, did 

unlawfully, knowingly and intentionally possess with intent to distribute a quantity of cocaine, a 

Schedule II narcotic drug controlled substance. 

(Unlawful Possession With Intent to Distribute a Controlled Substance, in violation of 
Title 48, District of Columbia Code, Section 904.01(a)(1))
